W a s h in g to n , June 25.—It has been de­ 
cided, after a Cabinet consultation, that the 
reduced revenue of the government will 
not permit the expenditure of so much 
money as Congress has appropriated, and 
the appropriations will be used only where 
they are strictly needed for the public serv­ 
ice. This will apply to the river and har­ 
bor appropriations and the sundry civil 
appropriations cspacially, and only as much 
money will be expended under the provi­ 
sions of these acts as public necessity re­ 
quires. The erection of buildings in pro­ 
gress 
will 
be 
continued 
and 
the 
improvement 
of 
rivers 
will 
go on m such places as the requirements of 
commerce or the safety of public works al­ 
ready existing demand. But expenditures 
beyond this will be governed by the public 
revenues entirely. If it appears ..hat the 
money can all be spared it will be used. 
President Grant first set this example jn 
reference to river and harbor bill of ^ 1876. 
There will be no reduction of the public 
debt this month, Congress having appro­ 
priated so much money to come available 
immediately that the drain upon the Treas­ 
ury has been unprecedented. 
Secretary 
Sherman fears that there may bo a slight 
increase in the public debt.
